CouncilMay Abolish Fire Department 


Members of the Placentia City 
Council were exhibiting unanimous 
second thoughts last week as they 
opened a chain of events that could 
lead to an exchange of Placentia’s 
own fire service for Orange County’s 
finest. 

The action brought some rest to 
recent troubled weeks when some 
members of the Placentia Firefight- 
ers were charged with theft and 
others suspended for violation of 
rules, with a resulting vacating of 
local fire houses by members of Fire 
Fighters Union Local 2147, 
AFL-CIO. The county firemen 
quickly stepped in, at invitation of 
the city council, to insure fire

Yorba Linda 
Eye Merger 


Members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Placentia Unified School 
District Monday night acknowledg- 
ed receipt of a letter from the Yorba 
Linda School District indicating that 
talks might resume on a merger of 
the two school districts. 

Progress previously advanced so 
far as the Yorba Linda district hiring 
a consultant to advise them on 
financial questions that might be 
pertinent in the merger. Also 
involved is the Fullerton Union High 
School District where Yorba Linda 
students attend upper grades. 
James W. Bremer, president of 
the Yorba Linda Board of Trustees 
pointed out in the communication 
that any such action would 
necessarily involve a Fullerton high 
school district site, which is in Yorba 
Linda and the tuition differential 
that would be charged to the' 
Placentia district by the Fullerton 
district for the Yorba Linda students 
attending for a three year period 
after such a merger. 

‘The Yorba Linda School District 
Board of Trustees is now requesting 
a formal statement of the terms and 
conditions required by you to reach a 
satisfactory annexation agree- 
ment,’’ Bremer wrote. 

Placentia school board trustees 
decided to place the question on the 
agenda at their next regular 
meeting.

Annexation 
Takes A Step 


Annexation of a 75-acre island, 
surrounded by the city of Placentia, 
moved a step further last week with 
the approval of the petition by the 
Loacl Agency Formation Commis- 
sion in Santa Ana. 

The approval was an essential 
move of the complex annexation 
proceedings, which the city of 
Placentia has forwarded twice 
before, losing however with close 
votes. 

The area is located north of Palm 
Drive, south of Shadburn Avenue, 
east of Wagner Elementary School 
and west of the city’s eastern 
boundaries. 

The annexation involving 1,200 
residents began with a petition from 
the area, moving next to the 
Placentia planning commission and 
then to the city council with 
approval. Following its sanction by 
LAFC, it returns to the city council 
for the consideration of petitions, 
James Buchner, the city’s Director 
of Commercial and _ Industrial 
Resources explaines. 

Buchner said it is unlikely the 
complex stipulations will all be 
completed in time for a November 
vote of the residents involved. ‘‘It is 
more likely to be March or later,’’ he 
estimated.

protection for Placentia citizens. 

Under the weight of a temporary 
restraining order, Placentia Fire- 
men returned to itheir posts last 
week awaiting outcome of court 
hearings, one of which is now 
scheduled for Wednesday, Juiy 23, 
delayed from Monday at request of 
the firemen’s attorney, Richard 
Silber. 

Attorney for the city is expected to 
be Oakland specialist Ralph Hoyt. 

Mayor Robert Lyons, in seeking 
confirmation from other council 
members explained: ‘‘the firemen 
are back...but it seems as if they are 
complying with the letter of the law 
and not the spirit.’’ 


Lyons explained that the city has 
recently had an opportunity to view 
county fire service that ‘‘can offer us 
services that are competitive with 
what we have now and can meet our 
expansion program.”’ 

‘*I’m asking for a motion to direct 
the staff to update their report on our 
possible involvement with the 
county force, fire and rescue 
services. It seems if we consider 
combining our services, there is a 
possibility that we can end up with 
paramedics quartered within the 
city limits instead of Yorba Linda. 
There's a possibility we can get an 
aerial company within the city 
because the county has expressed an 


interest in moving one into this end 
of the county.”’ 

Lyons also pointed out that the 
county already has fire training 
facilities built, which would 
eliminate the need for additional 
ones on seven acres east of the new 
Civic Center, earmarked for that 
development in Placentia. 

“I think we ought to direct the 
staff to come back with a complete 
report including the cost, which will 
also tell us if the services we put in 
the category of prevention, which 
are available to us because of the 
shifts we work, will be available on a 
county basis, because they work a 
different shift. I'm thinking 


primarily of the baby sitting 
(classes) weed abatement, first aid, 
home inspections, business inspec- 
tions. 

**We have been told that there are 
provisions within the state code that 
will enable us to do this, that would 
enable our qualified personnel in 
good standing, to transfer laterally. 

The report is to cover the cost, 
total breadth of the services 
available and how it compares to our 
present level of service, the mayor 
suggested. 

A second unanimous motion also 
passed to check with the city 
attorney to see ‘‘whether with our 
present memorandum of under- 


standing and other legal constraints, 
we can do this.” 


Headed for the courts now are 
decision on whether the firemen not 
at their posts, constituted a walk out 
or a lockout and other hearings on 
charges brought against four 
firemen for theft in conjunction with 
$2,000 worth of materials that have 
disappeared from three vacated city 
buildings.

Parishioners Find 
No Room In The Inn

A group of southern Placentia 
neighbors, grown to about 75 in 
number of men, women and 
children, expanded out of their small 
homes as a meeting place, this week 
were desperately seeking a 
structure where they ‘can worship’. 

The group, mainly of La Jolla 
neighborhood residents, is Catholic. 

Due to restrictions on public 
buildings (the only structures of any 
size in the area), separating church 
and state and to fees, which 
residents found ‘‘excessive’’, their 
meeting place currently is in limbo. 

A week ago, in a_ fee 
misunderstanding, the determined 
parishioners, with fathers from Casa 
Miguel in Buena Park (a missionary 
group) officiating, met outside on 
the grass for a mass. The group had 
expected to use the Whitten 
Community Center, but a mixup in 
paying fees caused the building not 
to be open. 


Members of the Placentia City 
Council petitioned to open the public 
building to the religious service took 
a unanimous stand against it and 
further asked for a legal opinion to 
see whether the city could even 
permit such an activity. 

Councilman Jack Gomez, who 
grew up in the area, said the council 
would probably take another look at 
the matter if there are plans to build 
a church in the area, so that the use 
of the public building would be 
temporary. 

The Placentia Unified School 
District, also petitioned for use of a 
Structure, principally the McFadden 
Elementary School Gymnasium 
which is in the neighborhood, 
quoted a fee of $42 for the use of the 
building, which also can be provided 
only on a temporary basis. 

The parishioners current  pro- 
blems have deep roots brought on 
when the Orange Freeway a dozen 
years ago, severed the community 


and took away the small church 
which residents of the area had built 
with their own hands. 

The La Jolla neighborhood, unlike 
the rest of the city of Placentia, is a 
part of the St. Anthony Claret parish 
in Anaheim. The church, an 
unmanageable distance away for 
many, has been inaccessible to the 
area’s residents who do not always 
have immediate transportation, 
Mrs. Rosa Garcia, a member of the 
petitioning group explained. 

Mrs. Garcia said also that bus 
service for the band of men, women 
and children was not a practical 
solution ‘‘because there are mothers 
with small babies and they do not 
want to have to carry their young 
children, their bottles and diapers 
on the bus. We need a place to have 
mass here.’’ 

The group said also that they have 
arranged a meeting with Father 
James Nash of St. Anthony Claret

Bradford Home-- 
Six Months To Live 


Four members of the Placentia 
City Council bypassed a suggestion 
from their staff that the Bradford 
Home on Palm Drive be demolished 
and gave citizens and the Placentia 
Founders Society six months ‘‘to 
make some giant steps in the right 
direction’’. 

The Founders and other citizens 
had sought another six months 
extension to try to raise sufficient 
funds to save the home, built in 
1902 by the founder of the city of 
Placentia. 


Mayor Pro Tem Michael 


Callahan, presiding at the council 
meeting told proponents of the effort 
to save the two-story green home: 
“I’m willing to give you more time, 
to show me that you’ve got a whole 
bunch of people behind you...until 
people start clamoring ‘Save the 


Bradford House’, then we will hear 
you’’. 

Mrs. Sylvia Hoskins, president of 
the Placentia Founders Society told 
council members that enthusiasm 
for saving the pioneer home had 
been tempered by the fact that the 
city council had not endorsed it. 

“One of our biggest problems we 
have is the council saying they will 
give it six months, then people. say, 
‘we’re going to wait and see’ what 
council is going to do in six months. | 
have a lady who won’t work on the 
project because she thinks that 
council will turn it down, so she 
doesn’t want any part of it. I told her 
that is one reason we don’t have our 
$5,000 now because there are too 
many people who feel that way.” 

“If council would make a decision, 
we wouldn’t have any problems,” 


Mrs. Hoskins stated. 

The Founders had expressed a 
willingness to raise $5,000 to prime a 
fund to sufficiently upgrade the 
home for public use, but have fallen 
short of the goal. Some people have 
pledged money but have refused to 
give it outright because they feel the 
effort cannot succeed unless the 
council backs it, Mrs. Hoskins 
explained. 

Callahan pointed out that the 
group might regret succeeding with 
their project if it meant heavy 
crowds of people and traffic in future 
years coming to view the heritage 
structure which is directly in front of 
some of their homes.

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Policy Stays 


An Open Lunch policy for the 
three high school campuses of the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
was quickly continued Monday 
night, after a brief hearing of 
problems which beset it last year 
around the Esperanza High School 
campus. 

The Esperanza privilege, how- 
ever, will be limited to senior 
students. 

Trustees of the district quickly 
reapproved the out-to-lunch system, 
which began as a trial a little over a 
year ago and despite misgivings of 
some of the Esperanza neighbors, 
who had strongly protested earlier 
this year over high school students 
loitering in their yards, using their 
property as a lunch room and leaving 
trash and refuse. 

Residents of two streets emana- 
ting from the campus also 
complained through the school year, 
of harrassment by students and foul 
language. After the yard of one of 
the protesting neighbors had been 
seriously defaced by tire marks, the 
Esperanza campus was closed for 
the few remaining days of school. 
Superintendent of Schools, John 
Tynes Monday night, told concerned 
Esperanza neighbors, ‘‘We don’t 
intend for students of any of the 
schoois to be a nuisance...we don’t 
want them in the neighborhood 
making a nuisance of themselves. 
It's something we'll be watching 
very closely.’’ 

Tynes also outlined that for 
students of the three schools to 
participate in the open campus 
policy, they must first ‘‘have their 
parent’s signature in person at the 


office before it (the privilege) is 
granted.”’ 

Dr. John Parrish, principal of 
Esperanza, said that any offending 
students would immediately have 
their lunch pass revoked ‘‘and we 
only pull it once and it will be pulled 
for the balance of the year.’ 

‘There will be no loitering next 


year,’ board vice president 
Salvador Zavala added to the 
discussion. 


‘You can expect some swift 
surgical action,’’ Dr. William Yates, 
board president reassured the 
dubious neighbors. 

The unanimous trustee vote to 
continue the open campus policy, 
followed recommendation by the 
three high school principals with 
Jerry Jertberg, principal of El 
Dorado High School briefly stating: 
‘*During the past year and a quarter 
that we have had the Open Campus, 
students have responded to it in a 
generally positive manner and we 
have not had much _ negative 
feed-back from the community.”’ 

Eugene Dorn, principal of 
Valencia High School, stated: ‘‘It is 
my opinion that the Valencia High 
School Student Body has shown 
sufficient maturity and cooperation 
to warrant continuing an open lunch 
policy for the 1975-76 school year.’’ 

Dorn estimated that previous to 
Open Campus about 15 per cent of 
Valencia students had gone home to 
lunch with this number increasing to 
SO per cent this past school year. 

Dorn continued: ‘‘A sampling of a 
cross section of our merchants 
showed they felt the open lunch was 
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Dunlap Fined Placed 
On Probation 


Reginald Dunlap, who lives on 
Ruby Drive in Placentia, was fined 
$1,000 Thursday in Superior Court 
on a conviction resulting from grand 
jury charges that he with others 
entered a conspiracy concerning 
orange county workers in the county 
assessor’s office receiving pay while 
working on the successful campaign 
of Congressman Andrew Hinshaw. 


Dunlap, with several other 
employees, plead guilty to the 
charges. 


The sentencing came following 
Dunlap’s dismissal from his position 
as supervisor of the business office’s 
division of the county assessor. 

Superior Court Judge Walter 
Smith also put Dunlap on probation 
for three years, barring him from 
employment with Orange County. 

Dunlap’s attorney, James Mc- 
Donald, Santa Ana, said he was 
especially disppointed with the 
judge’s ruling on barring Dunlap 
from working for the county. 
Dunlap’s salary, which continued 
until his severance, was around 
$2,000 a month. 

McDonald pointed out that 
Dunlap had had an exemplary 
record before the problems 
emanating from the Hinshaw 
campaign, and that he wished to 
back to his office and prove his good 


character. 

The attorney said, aiso, that his 
client had been contemplating an 
appeal of the discharge before the 
judge’s decision, and that the 
Orange County probation depart- 
ment had recommended only a $100 
fine for his client. 

McDonald said also that Dunlap 
had pleaded guilty to one count 
concerning approval of recompense 
to an employee for a vacation, when 
a first vacation had already allegedly 
been granted and used on the 
Hinshaw campaign. Hinshaw at that 
time was Orange County Assessor. 

Dunlap had worked for the 
assessor's office approximately 13 
years, McDonald confirmed, and 
said that he had been commended 
‘‘as the finest auditor-appraiser ever 
known. He hasn't changed,”’ he 
continued. 

McDonald said, also, that some 
employees who cooperated with 
authorities ‘‘and did as much or 


worse,"’ not only survived without 
punishment, but ‘‘have been 
promoted. 

Dunlap is 64 years of age. 


Maximum sentence for the charge 
against him could have been $10,000 
and ten years in prison. McDonald 
pointed out that Dunlap received no 
monetary gain from his act. 


Summer School Soars 


Summer school enrollinent is at an 
all-time high of 6,945 in the 
Placentia Unified School District, it 
was announced last week. 

District officials estimated an 
enrollment of approximately 3,600 
students in the 14 elementary 
schools, but more than 4,120 
actually signed up. Attendance has 
been averaging about 3,750 


students each day, according to Dr. 
Marvin Stewart, director of special 


projects and summer _ school 
coordinator. 
Another 2,822 students are 


enrolled in summer classes at the 
district’s three junior and three 
senior high schools. Attendance has 
been averaging 2,700 daily.

John Kenneth Galbraith, who seems determined to 
prove that economics is an inexact science, has written a 
new book, ‘‘Economics and the Public Purpose.”’ 

It has one major surprise. After asserting that ‘‘market 
arrangements in our economy have given us inadequate 
housing, terrible mass transportation, poor health care and 
a host of other miseries,’’ for the first time, to my 
knowledge, he gives socialism as the answer. 

Like so many of his philosophical brethren, Galbraith is 
obsessed with the idea of central control of the economy 
and the allocation of resources, such as your earnings and 


your labor. 


Recently, he joined with some friends in something 
called the Initiative Committee for National Economic 
Planning. ‘‘Economic planning,’ presumably, is the code 


word for ‘‘socialism.’’ 


With tongue in cheek, the National Review described 
Galbraith and his fellow committee members as ‘‘bold 
young radicals.’’ No wonder, because the committee 
included such old central planning fans as Robert 
Heilbroner, Gunnar Myrdal, Michael Harrington, Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr., Leonard Woodcock and even Betty 


Furness. 


Galbraith and his friends seem more interested in 
dealing with fairy tales than reality. Looking at his 
quotation above, I wonder where he’s been. Already I have 
lived 10 years longer than my life expectancy when I was 
born (to the probable annoyance of some). 

At that time, something between half and two-thirds of 
our people lived in what we would describe as 
substandard housing. Today, fewer than 10 per cent do. 
And, today 99 per cent have gas and electricity in their 
homes; 96 per cent have television sets, thus access to 


information. 


And, we have more churches, libraries and voluntary 
support for more symphonies, operas and nonprofit 
theaters than the rest of the world put together. 


Yet, Galbraith & Co. beat the drums incessantly for the 
control and order that come with central planning. 

For a sample of the paradise such planning can produce, 
we need only look at India and East Germany, to name two. 

Better yet, we could emulate a great nation more our 
size, a nation of some 250 million capable people and one 
rich in natural resources. The Kremlin has had nearly 60 


years in which to make socialism work. 
We could be just like the Russians, though it would take a 


bit of doing. 


We'd have to cut our paychecks back by more than 80 per 
cent; move 33 million workers back to the farm; destroy 59 


million television sets; tear up 14 out of every 15 miles of 
highway; junk 19 of every 20 automobiles; rip up two-thirds 
;. of our railroed track; knock down 15 per cent of our houses 
and remove nine out of every 10 telephones. 

Then, all we'd have to do would be to find a capitalist 


country willing to sell us wheat on credit to keep us from 


starving.

Explosion Rocks Placentia Area 


A double explosion that rocked 
sections of Placentia around 6 a.m. 
Thursday morning, caused $30,000 
in damage at Brea’s Union Collier 
Carbon and Chemical Corporation at 
Imperial Highway and Kraemer 
Boulevard. 

There were no reported injuries. 

A spokesman for the company 
said that damage is expected to be 
repaired this week, from the blast 
that was caused when a chemical 


process line split, setting off a flash 
fire and detonating the explosion. 
First on the scene were Placentia 
firemen followed by Brea’s. The fire 
was quickly brought under control 
but equipment had to be cooled with 
streams of water until pressure in 
the tanks could be equalized. 
Larry Shaffer, public relations for 
Union Oil Company, of which the 
chemical plant is a subsidiary, said 
that the break came in a chemical 


line carrying nitrogen and hydrogen 
in gas form. The section was part of 
an ammonia fertilizer unit. The 
chemical plant, built in the late 50s, 
produces agricultural fertilizers 
from chemicals, Shaffer explained. 


The blasts of the explosion 
reportedly alarmed a large section of 
north Orange County and was felt in 
surrounding cities. The plant is just 
north of the city of Placentia.

PUSD Approves Civic Center Policy 


A specified civic center policy 
which makes certain school facilities 
available free of charge to civic 
groups on certain days, was recently 
approved by three attending 
members of the Placentia Unified 
School District Board of Trustees. 

The new effort allows groups to 
seek use of some facilities without 
additional charge. 

School staff reported at the PUSD 
meeting that extra maintenance of 
buildings for off-hours meetings of 
clubs and organizations, many times 
involving overtime maintenance 
pay, had resulted last year in an 
expenditure close to $140,000. 

In an effort to eliminate the extra 
expense and provide maximum 
meeting space for eligible groups, 
the new revised policy was 
forwarded to the board for action, 
according to Patrick Bowman, 
Director of Planning and Construc- 
tion. 

The civic center proviso now 
offers a civic center at all schools in 
the Placentia Unified School District 
throughout the entire year from 8 
a.m. to 10 p.m. Monday through 
Friday with the exception of Topaz 
Elementary School, which closes at 
7:30 p.m. 


In addition, the board is offering 
the district’s three high schools to be 
open on Saturdays and Sundays 
from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Organizations qualifying for free 
use of these facilities at the specified 
hours include:

Only when a district activity 
cosponsors the event, will use be 
free outside of normal civic center 
hours, the policy continues. 

However, under certain circum- 
stances, free organizations may be 
charged the regular fee if: more than 
50 per cent attending the activity are 
not residents of the district and use 
is not during the normal civic center 
hours, the board voted. 

Other stipulations include: organ- 
izations that do not qualify for free 
use at any time, but are not 
profit-making or commercial enter- 
prises, whose use of the facility is 
not expressly at the invitation of the 
school district, will be charged a 
commercial rate of six times the 
minimum rate usage. 

All round or square dance groups 
will be charge a mimimun fee of $42

Washington's Birthday and Memor- 
ial Day. 

Fees set for the 1975-76 fiscal year 
including minimum, maximum and

people a year driving down Palm 
Drive in front of your house’’, he 
warned. 

The Bradford family originally 
gave the home and a 2% acre plot 
surrounding it for a park with the 
provision that it be completed by 
July 1976. The house must be used 
for educational, cultural or leisure 
purposes. If the deadline is not met, 
the area reverts back to the family. 

Estimates given for necessary 
work to bring the house up to code so 
that it can be used by the public are 
$100,000 but Founders members 
believe this is unrealistically high. 

Jack Slota, Administrative Assis- 
tant to the City Administrator, who 
gave the staff seport, also pointed 
out that there are 21 other homes 
still standing in the city, which have 
some historical significance, and 
should be considered in an 
evaluation. 

With its action, the city council 
also called for monthly reports from 
the Founders Society on the 
progress it is making on the project.
